beginning to cause some concern, al- 
though in very few localities has 
the drouth as yet seriously reduced | 
the prospects of a crop. In some 

_ limited areas high winds have caused | 
Memare from soil drifting, but this 
is by no means general. Breaking 
on new land has been retarded to 
some extent in this section of the 
province by the absence of moisture 
n the sod, while in the south a 
larger acreage than usual is being 
roken in readiness for next season's 
rop. 

Early sown wheat in most locali- 
ties is now covering the ground, and 
an exceptionally good stand of fall 
wheat is reported from many dis- 
tricts in the south, Alfalfa and 
sweet clover are making a vigorous 
growth, and prospects of an_ in- 
creased tonnage of sugar beets are 
excellent. Livestock generally is in 
good condition and in a number of 
districts increased numbers of farm- 
ers are making a start with a small 
flock of sheep.

NEW MOTOR LAWS IN EFFECT 
JULY 1—MAIN FEATURES OF 
AMENDMENTS MADE LAST 
SESSION OF LEGISLATURE 
Edmonton, June 7.—The amend- 

ment made last session of the Al- 
berta Layrislature to the Vehicles 
and Highway Traffic Act, providing 
that all drivers of motor cars must 
carry a driver's license in addition 
to the regular car license plates, 
goes into effect July 1 next. 

Its immediate effect will be that 
some 200 persons now driving autos 
in the province will be placed auto- 
matically on an interdicted list, and 
will be refused drivers’ licenses to 
operate cars, 

These people are epileptics and 
others whose physical condition ren- 
ders them unsafe persons to drive 
autos, The provincial secretary’s 
department has had this last list for 
some time, states E. Trowbridge, 
deputy provincial secretary, but has 
had no authority to prevent them 
from driving until the 1929 amend- 
ments were made to the act and be- 
came effective. 

Under the amendments every 
driver of an auto must carry always 
a driver's license, This license will 
be issued to registered car owners 
after July 1, at a cost of 50 cents, 
and will be good until called in, for 
any purpose, so that it is not an 
annual license, to be renewed an- 
nually. 


What Form Asks 

Application for a driver's license 
must be made on a card, one of 
which will be mailed to every regist- 
ered car owner in the province. The 
application a the age of the 
applicant, sex, height, weight, color 
of eyes and hair, approximate num- 
ber of miles driven, whether an hab- 
itual user of intoxicants, if any men- 
tal or physical infirmity, if applicant 
is familiar with the rules of the road 
and the motor laws of the province. 

No person under 16 years of age 
may be licensed to drive a car, and 
any application for a license for a 
person between the ages of 16 and 
18 must be accompanied by the 
signature of the parent or guardian 
stating that the applicant is com- 
petent to drive and knows the rules 
of the road and the motor laws. 

It is not the intention to demand 
driving tests from existing license 


holders, nor will this be deemed 
necessary in the case of new ap- 
plicants for driver’s license, who 


have driven to any extent prior to 
applying for a license. 

Where the license issuer has any 
doubt, he mz sk that the applicant 
submit to driving tests before issu- 
ing the driver’s license. Such tests 
will be carried out by some com- 
petent persons such peace 
officer, ete. 

A person convicted of an offense 
under the act must hand his driver’s 
license to the magistrate, who may 


as a 


suspend for any period, or cancel 
such license. Speeding, driving 
while intoxicated, and similar of- 


fenses may bring suspension or can- 
cellation of the offender's license.

SHEEP POISONED BY DEATH 
CAMAS 


Following reports received from 


the Jenner and Atlee districts in 
south eastern Alberta, Dr, P. R 
Talbot, Provincial Veterinarian, re 
cently visited these localities and 


found that the death of a number of 
sheep had been caused by their eat 
ing a weed known as Death Cama 

This weed which grows commonly 
in a number of districts in the south 
has been more prevalent than usual 
this season owing to climatie condi- 
tions. Its effects appear to be more 
serious when sheep are hot and 
hungry. The Death Camas belong 

to the lily family, grows on sandy 
soil and is usually found on the 
slopes of hills facing south, and 
sheep eating it show the following 
symptoms: frothing at the mouth 
twitching of the muscles and con 

vulsions followed by death. Shep 

herds are advised to keep their 
flocks away from areas where this 
plant has been discovered. 

A very satisfactory antidote ir 
cases of poisoning from this weed 
consists of one dram each of 
Potassium Permanganate and Alum 
inum Sulphate dissolved in a pint 
of water, this quantity being suf 
ficient for about 12

HEALTH SERVICE OF THE CAN- 
ADIAN MEDICAL ASSOCIA- 
TION—READY FOR SCHOOL? 


It may appear as if this article 
had been given, by mistake, a May 
date for publication instead of one 
in September. Just now, most people 
are likely thinking of the close of 
school, or promotions and summer 
vacations. It is however, time for 
thought, particularly concerning the 
children who will be starting to at- 
tend school for the first time this 
autumn. 

Whenever and wherever a group 
of children are : upon 
entering school, quite a high per- 
centage of them are found to re 
quire medical care. They are not ill, 
but they have what are generally 
called defects. These defects may 
be diseased teeth or tonsils, adenoids 
or some similar condition. Such de- 
fects do not make the child ill in the 
ordinary sense of the word. They 
are, however, a serious handicap to 


the child; they constitute an addi- 
tional burden which drains the 
child’s reserve. No parent would 
deliberately do anything to interfere 


with his child’s physical or mental 
development, yet the parent who 
not have his child’s defects 
treated is not allowing the child a 
fair chance. 

Now is the time to have the child 
who has not as yet attended school 
examined, and, if he is found to have 
defects, to have them treated. By 
having this done now, the child will 
have the summer in which to build 
up his health, so that he may start 
to school this fall properly prepared 
to secure the greatest benefit from 
his school attendance. 

We have stated that defects do 
not cause the child to be ill. This 
does not mean that defects are not a 
serious menace; they are. The 
damage done by defects is not, as a 
rule, seen until adult life. A large 
percentage of heart disea of 
kidney discase and other disease 
of middle life are due to neglect of 
diseased teeth, tonsils and other 
such parts where there is infection; 
that is, living germs. 

The carly proper treatment of de-

fects is our chief hope of decreasing 
those diseases which now take a 
heavy toll at middle age,

AND idan 


Foundation is used for four 
reasons, namely, for the production 
of strong combs well attached to 
their frames, to save the bees energy 
and time in building the combs, to 
ensure a maximum number of work- 
er cells, and to encourage the bees 
in building straight combs. Only by 
using full sheets of foundation can 
all these aims be attained, 

There are a few beekeepers who 
still adhere to the old practice of 
supplying the bees with “starters”, 
because it seems to cost less and is 
fairly satisfactory. The slight sav- 
ing on initial cost is poor business, 
for by so doing, the two most im- 
portant aims for giving foundation 
are defeated. 

In the first place the bees are not 
saved the time and energy that they 
would be had full sheets of founda- 


tion been given. It is commonly 
understood that the production of 
‘wax and building of comb takes 


more energy from the bees than the 
production of honey; if full shects 
of foundation be given, then th« 
energy of the bees is being con- 
served, While the bees are building 
that part of the comb that comprises 
the foundation they are using time 
that might otherwise be used in the 
storing of honey. Furthermore, it 
requires about ten or twelve pounds 
of honey to manufacture a pound of 
wax. At ten cents per pound for 
honey, the cost of making a pound of 
wax is one dollar. Foundation can 
be purchased for about seventy-two 
cents per pound. 

A second important argument in 
favour of supplying the bees with 
full sheets of foundation is that 
they will then build the entire comb 
of worker cells. A great many 
combs built from starters contain a 
considerable proportion of cells for 
the rearing of unproductive drones, 

There is no doubt whatever “that 
beekeepers are well advised to use 
full sheets of foundation. 


PROTECTION OF ROSE FOLIAGE 


Good foliage is essential to the 
production of good roses and, more- 
over, good foliage is desirable in a 
rose garden because of its appear- 
ance. Leaves which are mildewed, 
spotted or partly eaten by insects 
take away very much of the at- 
tractiveness of a rose garden, The 
easiest insect to control is the Rose 
Slug, a green caterpillar, which does 
not usually appear in great num- 
bers but which works on the under- 
side of the leaves and eats out 
pieces. These may be picked off by 
hand when bushes are few but the 
surest way is to spray with arsenate 
of lead in the proportion of four 
ounces to ten gallons of water. The 
Aphis, or green fly, is often trouble- 
some, as is also the Leaf Hopper. 
These suck the juice from the foliage 
and must be killed by contact. 
Nicotine sulphate is a good remedy 
for these and the addition of half a 
pound of an oily soap to each ten 
gallons of solution will make it more 
effective. Red spiders may be re- 
moved by a strong force of water 
against the underside of the leaves, 
The Black Spot causes much defolia- 
tion of roses. This disease is seen 
as spots on the leaves in early sum- 
mer. The best known remedy for 
this is a mixture of flowers of sul- 
phur, nine parts, arsenate of lead, 
one part. The sulphur should be 
fine. This mixture should be dusted 
on the plants as soon as they are in 
full foliage and before the Black 
Spot is noticed, repeating again sev- 
i intervals of about ten 
days. is effective against 
powdery mildew also. If spraying 
is begun early in the season there 
should be good foliage and abundant 
bloom.
